“What's the MatterWith Hoover?” 


The Republican National Committee has just issued a pam­ 
phlet bearing the title: 
“What is the Matter with Hoover?” 
As 
the author of the pamphlet makes a poor showing, he might con­ 
sult the following utterances of some of the most eminent Repub­ 
licans. Here is a symposium gathered from leaders of the party 
with which Mr. Hoover happens to he affiliating at this time — 
September, 1928. 
SENATOR WILLIAM E. BORAH (REPUBLICAN) OF 
IDAHO, said, page 1663 of the Congressional Record, January 18, 
1919: 


‘I say here upon the floor, and I challenge successful contra­ 
diction, that three of the vast monopolies, which control food in this 
country, have, with relation to their commodities, directed and con­ 
trolled the Food Administration since its organization. *** He 
(Hoover) permits those people to, in effect, fix their own prices.*** 
I have been utterly amazed at the facts which show how these com­ 
bines have influenced and controlled the situation.” 
On the same page and date of the Record, SENATOR KEN­ 
YON (REPUBLICAN), OF IOWA, said: 
“I call the Senator’s attention to the testimony now being 
taken before the Agricultural Committee on this question, in which 
Mr. Heney stated that Mr. Cotton, the eminent lawyer who had 
charge of the meat end of the packing bureau under Mr. Hoover, 
stated to him that the profits of the packers for 1917 had been noth­ 
ing less than a scandal.” 
SENATOR BOIES PENROSE (REPUBLICAN), OF PENN­ 
SYLVANIA, said, on page 1795 of the Congressional Record, 
January 21,1919: 
“How can he (Hoover) be called to account for it? 
He may 
never return to the United States. He has been living in England 
all his life; he owns a palatial establishment there; and more than 
likely, with the close of the war, he will resume his residence in 
that island among those congenial foreign surroundings. *** I am 
willing to trust the President***but I do object to having a non­ 
resident of the United States, who may never return to this coun­ 
try again,***made the trustee of this fund. 
The following dialogue is found on page 1980 of the Congres­ 
sional Record of January 24,1929. 
MR. BORAH (Republican): 
“Mr. Hoover, who violated the 
most fundamental principles of the Constitution of this country, 
will not have very much regard for a statute in Europe.” 
MR. LODGE: “ I do not think Mr. Hoover will pay the slight­ 
est attention to the terms of the statute. 
He was entirely law­ 
less here. 
He undertook to abolish by his decree the laws of 
States, with which he had nothing more to do than the Sultan of 
Turkey, and he will not regard these limitations.” 
On page 1354 of the the Record, January 13, 1919, REPRE­ 
SENTATIVE WILL R. WOOD (REPUBLICAN), OF IND., said 
of Mr. Hoover: 
“I deny that we have an American at the head of this distri­ 
buting committee.***This statement should be sufficient to con­ 
demn him in the minds of all men as being unfit for a responsible 
position of trust.” 
REPRESENTATIVE CHARLES BRAND (REPUBLICAN), 
OF OHIO, said in Congress on March 13, 1928: 
“Mr Hoover has been the supreme opponent of agricultural 
prosperity for the past ten years.. He came to this country in 1917 
because the English nation wanted him to come here and secure 
cheap food for them and the Allies, which he succeeded in doing at 
the expense of the American farmer.” 
In an interview printed in the Washington Post on ^une ll, 
1928, wired from Kansas City, SENATOR GOFF (REPUBLICAN), 
said: 
“No man who lived twenty years under the Union Jack can 
love the Stars and Stripes. Hoover spent $380,000 in his campaign 
and $4,600 was used to buy the delegates in Mississippi, $3,000 in 
Georgia, $2,100 in Florida and $1,000 in Alabama.” 
SENATOR FESS (REPUBLICAN), OF OHIO, was quoted in 
the Fort Wayne Journal-Gazette of February 4.1928, as saying: 
“Hoover must be greatly emb arressed in seeking the nomina­ 
tion at the hands of a party he conspired against to defeat in 1918.” 
On page 1664 of the Congressional Record, SENATOR BORAH 
(REPUBLICAN), showed that the combined profits of five packing 
companies jumped from $22,108,0 OO in 1914, to $95,639,000 in 1917. 
THE NEW YORK TIMES, on April 17, 1920. quoted Gifford 
Pinchot as saying that Mr. Hoover was opposed to the farmer and 
he (Pinchot) frequently heard him abuse the farmers.
